The Jaying an Excife upon Wine and Tobacco would not 
have taken off the. Land-Tax. 


AR. D’Anvers begins bis laff Craftfman with 
[ telling his Readers, that the? he hopes he has al- 
tal ready convinced every reafanable Man, that if the 
fM Gin) late Scheme had been executed, it would not have 
Sees) caled the Frecholders of the Land-Tax they now 
pay; yet, that fince he finds great Pains is taken to make them 
believe otherwife, he will fet this Matter in a clear Light. 

Five hundred thoufand Pounds (fays Mr. D’Anvers) is at 
prefent produced by the Land-Tax, fo that this Sum extra- 
ordinary muft have been raifed on Tobacco and Wine, in order 
to take it off from the Land. © But before we admit fuch an 
Improvement of the Revenue to be praéticable, it is neceffary 
to fuppofe two Things: firft, that the Frazds committed 
in the Duties on thofe two Commodities, do a€tually amount 
to five hundred thoufand Pounds a Year ; and, fecondly, that 
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an Excife would have effectually put a Stop to them. The 
wuinifierial Writers pretended at firft, that as the Former was 
really the Cafe, fo the Latter would have been the happy 
Confequence of their Scheme, and even the Projeor Him- 
felf was not afhamed to infift on both thefe Points in. the fae 
mous Letter to bis Eleétors, dignified with that unlucky 
Motto, Magna eff veritas 8 PREVALEBIT. He propofed 
to raife 200,000/, of this annual Sum on Tobacco, and 
300,000/, on Wine. But when this Affair came under the 
Deliberation of Parliament, the Extravagance and Abfurdity 
of his Computation ftared Him fo full in the Face, as to 
put Him almoit out of Countenance ; for it appeared, upon 
Examination, that the whole net Duties upon Tobacco did 
not amount, upon the large Calculation, to much above 
Two hundred thoufand Pounds a Year, communibus Annis; 
and, that the Seizures upon this Branch of the Revenue did 
not exceed Fourteen hundred Pounds a Year, at a Medium 
of feven Years from Chrifimas, 1724, to Chrifimas 1731. 
It likewife appeared by the Accounts laid before the Houfe, 
that thefe Seizures have continued to decreafe very confidera- 
bly fince the 1728; at which Time the Government was 
put into a Method of detecting and preventing feveral 
Frauds in this Trade by that very Body of Merchants, 
who have been fince treated in fo extraordinary 2 Manner, 
both with Regard to their Chara@ers and Fortunes. Is it 
therefore reafonable to fuppofe, that the Frauds undifcovered 
can poflibly amount to as much as the whole net Duty hath 
done, for feveral Years paft; or, that an Exci/e would have 
brought them all to Light? No; even the Projefor Him- 
felf was fo far from infifting upon this Point within Doors, 
that He did not pretend to advance the Duties upon To- 
bacco, by the Alteration propofed above Tduirty thoufand 
Pounds a Year; and, it was demonftrably proved by ather 
Gentlemen, that it would not really be advanced much ~ 
a third Part of that Sum, fuppofing the fame Importation an 
an intire Stop put to all Frauds. 

But let us fuppofe his own Computation to be jut, that 
an Excife would have jncreafed the Duties upon Tobacce 
Thirty thoufand Pounds a Year; in that Cafe, I fay, there 
would {till have been wanting Four hundred and feventy thau- 
fand Pounds a Year, to make up the propofed Five bundre 
thoufand Pounds, in Lieu of the Land-Tax of one Shilling. 
This Sum, therefore, muft have been raifed by an Improve" 
ment of the Duties on Vine, which was the other B of 
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of his Scheme. Now, it appeared to the Honfe, by the 
Accounts laid before them, that the whole Duties upon this 
Commodity came to little more than 500,000 /, per Annum, 
ata Medium of feven Years, from Chri/fmas 1724, to Chriff- 
mas 17313; and that the Seizures, for the fame Term of 
Years, did not amount to Seven hundred Pounds per Annum 3 
fo that Four hundred fixty-nine thoufand three hundred Pounds 
a Year, the remaining Part of the faid Five hundred thoufand 
Pounds, muft have been raifed by an extracrdinary Importation 
of Wine, (which would, no doubt, have been of infinite 
Advantage to this Kingdom, in the Ballance of our Trade) 
or by the wonderful Operation of this Scheme, in detecting 
all the myfterious Praétices of thefe fubterraneous Artitts, 
the Vine-Brewers, and putting a Stop to thofe more open 
and daring Delinquents, the Smugglers. 

As ridiculous as this Way of Reafoning may feem, and 
really is, it contains the whole Force of the Arguments, 
which have been advanced, and ftill continue to be propagated, 
in Favour of the late Scheme. But as finking Alen are apt 
to catch at any Twig, and the Projcétor is vilibly at his 
Wits End how to pacify the general Refentments of the Peo- 
ple againft Him, for his late Attempt upon their Libertres: 
We cannot wonder that He fhould endeavour to work up the 
landed Men into a Belief that his only Defign was to eafe 
Them of their Burthen, and that all this Load of Infamy 
is fallen upon Him purely on their Account. 

I am always inclined to deal tenderly with Men m Di- 


Sfire/s, and to argue with Them upon their awn Principles, or 


Poftulata, when the Argument will admit of it, as the moftt 
gentle Method of expofing their Fallacies. Let us there- 
fore fuppofe, againft all moral Certainty, that the /ate un- 
happy Projeé would have raifed the who/r Sum propofed; yet the 
old Quettion will {till recur H whether a People, who have ex- 
pended aboye Two hundred Millions, for the Support ot their 
Liberties, within thefe fifty Years paft, and {till continue to 
pay aboye Five Midlions every Year, on the fame Account, 
ought to give them up at laft for the Sake of faving Frve 
hundred thoufand Pounds a Year in their national Expences ; 
efpecially, when the fame faving might be eafily made per- 
feGtly confiftent with our Conttitution, by a proper Re- 
duction of the Army, the Suppreffion of ujelefs Offices, and 
the Refumption of exorbitant Penfions. 
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- |t likewife deferves a fhort Remark, that not a Farthing 
of this Money, fuppofed to be raifed by an Improvement 
of the Duties on Wine and Tobacco, could have been applied 
to the Eafe of the Landholders, as the Laws ftand at pre 
fent; for the feveral Duties on thofe Commodities being appro- 
priated to particular Ufes, the Application of them to any 
other Purpofes would have been a Violation of publick Faith; 
but as this Doétrine is grown too old fafhioned to have any 
Weight with the Friends of the intended Scheme, 1 thall 
not enlarge upon it any farther; and if the Publick fhould 
be of Opinion that there is no Weight in fuch an Ar- 
gument, I muft infift on it, that a Million might have been 
taken out of the finking Fund for the current Expences this 
Year, as well as five hundred thoufand Pounds; by which 
Means the Land-Tax might have been abolifhed without an Ex- 
cife, as wellas «wrth an Excife, had the Projeéfor really in- 
tended it ; ‘but this was only the. Shoeing-Horn made ufe of 
to draw the landed Gentlemen into the Scheme; and had they 
been fo weak, the Neceffity of continuing, if not encreafing 
the Land-Tax, would foon’ haye appeared, by the Dim- 
nution of the Revenue, which muft have been the inevitable 
Confequence of making thofe Commodities dearer, and the 
Confumption lefs. Perhaps, I might add, that the Pretence of 
Frauds and Abufes, in the Colle&tion of the Land-Tax, 
(which the minifterial Writers have often hinted at already) 
would have been made an Argument, fome Time or other, 
for converting that Duty likewife into an Exci/e. ; 

I am very far from defigning to recommend the Mifap- 
plication of the finking Fund, which is folemnly eppropriated 
by feveral Acts of Parliament to the Payment of our Debts, 
and was formerly diftinguifhed by the Title of /acred and i- 
viclable; a Depofitum which ought not to be diverted to 
any other Purpofes whatfoever, even in Cafes of the greateft 
Extremity. This was the Language of a Book publithed 
about feven Years ago, intitled, 4 Effay on the publick Debts, 
which met with the Approbation of a certain Gentleman, 
who called Himfelf at that Time the Father of the finking 
Fund, and pretended to be exceffively fond of his Child. In- 
deed, he hath been nibbling at it ever fince, and drawn 
many a pretty Sum out of it; yet he commonly did it with 
an. Appearance of Decency, and under fome Pretence that 
the Money did not properly belong to the /inking Fund, 
But at length he feems to have got over all thefe Scruples, 
and publickly took half a Million from it this Year, a 
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any Diftinction or Pretence whatfoever. I fhall not there» 
fore be very much furprized, if he fhould demand the whole 
Produce of it next Year, for the current Expences of the 
Government. I am fure he may do it with as much Rea- 
fon and Confiftency. with his former Declarations. 

But if it fhould be judged proper to difappropriate this 
boajted Fund from the Difcharge of the publick Debts, 1 muft 
beg Leave to offer my Opinion, that it will be much better 
applied to the Reduction of thofe Duties, which are moft 
burthenfome on the Neceffaries of Life, Trade and Manu- 
fa&ury, than to the current Service of the Year. This will 
give the moft effectual Relief to the Britis Land-halders, 
by rendering Pravijions and Labour cheap, enabling the poor 
Farmer to pay his Rent better, and in. ‘Time, perhaps, to 
advance it; whereas the other Method of eafing the Land, 
by taxing C ommoditics, is only a nominal Relief for the Pre- 
fent, which will certainly end in amore grievous Burthen 
than any Land-Tax whatfoever; for let the Projeétor and 
his Advocates endeavour to flatter the Landed Gentlemen as 
much as they pleafe, the Reafoning of Mr. Locke will always 
hold good ; that Taxes, however contr ived, or out of whofe 
Hands Sewer immediately taken, do in a Country, where their 
great Fund is in Land, for the mij? Part, terminate in Land. 
Nay, perhaps, it will be found that thofe Taxes, which feem 
ih to affe Land, will moft furely of all others fall the 

ents, 

I fhall therefore conclude with a very pretty Allegory, 
concerning the wrong Policy of laving heavy Burthens upon 
Trade wl Ma nufaétures, from Monfieur de Wit, which 
hath been already quoted by * another Writer, in the Courfe 
of this Debate. 

‘“* The Antients /ays be, have compared thefe inconfiderate 
People to Mice; who, being to live on the Fruit of an 
‘ Orchard, found that the Raots of the Trees relifhed well, 
“and were of good Nourifhment; fo that they made bold 
to eat of them; by which Means the Trees, for want of 
© fufficient Root, being deprived of their ufual Nourifhment, 
‘ bore lefs Fruit, and the wife/t of them told the others 
** the Reafon of it, but were not believed by the fool and 
greedy Mice, wits continued gnawing and devouring the 
** Root, and when, in the following Year, befides the Un- 
o fruitfulnefs, thofe Trees, which had loft many of —

Extract from Foc’s JOURNAL. 
The Neceflity of reforming the Law. 


Me: Fog’s daft Journal comtains a Letter from one of bis 
Corre/pondents who thinks a Reformation of the Law 
highly neceffary. 

Our Laws (fays this Gentleman) are allowed by the Prac- 
ticers themfelves, to be too numerous, tho’ contrary, if not 
contradiétery, to one another, or at beft fo intricate, and lia- 
ble to varions Interpretations, that what is at one time ad- 
judged to be Law, is at another condemned, and that even 
in the fame Points ; fo that Cafes may be cited againft Cafes 
of the fame Nature, it being notorioufly evident, that they 
have been determined both Ways. 

I will not take upon me to fay, whether fuch contradictory 
Judgments have proceeded from the Defe&t of Underftand- 
ing in the Judges, or from other Caufes, not proper to men- 
tion ; but this in general, may be obferyed by all that have 
feen any Thing of the World, or have had the Misfor- 
tune to travel through We/fminfter-hall, that the Suitor, who 
Was a very wealthy, or very powerful Adverfary, hasa ve- 
ry difcouraging Profpect of Succefs from the Juftice of his 
Pretenfions. I cannot pretend to prefcribe any Amendments, 
to the many Defeéts of the Law; I with any of thofe, that 
are able in the Profeffion, would alfo be fo juft, and fo felf- 
denying, as to defpife the Profits that arife from our pre- 
fent Method of Praétice, and with an honeft Heart chalk 
out the Way to the Happinefs of the Publick, tho’ it fhould 
be to their private Difadvantage: Such a publick Spirit would 
merit the grateful Acknowledgments of the prefent and fu- 
ture Ages, and as good a Reward from the Government, as 
if they had difcovered the Longitude. 

You will fee, from what I have faid, that Iam not of the 
Profeffion, and, therefore cannot take upon me to aét above 
my Sphere ; but I conceive, that it is not the Laws only that 
are defective, or that want to be reétified ; but the Practice 
of them much more; and here J am forry that I fhall be 
obliged to take Notice, that the Courts of Equisy (which we 

are 
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are told were intended to reftrain and mitigate the Rigour 
and Severity of the Common-Law) are themfelyes (by the 
furprifing Manner of their Praétice, efpecially that of the 
Court of Chancery) become the greateft Grievances to the 
Subject. : 

It is not in my Power to enumerate a tenth Part of thefe 
Grievances, as not being by Experience converfant in, or 
affected by them; but fuch as I haye been informed of, and 
which feem of the moft grieyous Tendency, I fhall here 
mention, to fhew you how thofe Courts, which (as is be- 
fore hinted) were intended to redrefs Grievances, are become 
one of the greateft the unfortunate Suitors groan under, 

I believe, that it will be allowed to me, that fuch Laws, 
and fuch Practice of thofe Laws as. give the moft {peedy 
and cheap, as well as juit Relief, are preferable to all others, 
but the Courts of Equity aré exclaimed againft, by all tha 
haye felt the Effects of their Proceedings, as the mott dila- 
tory and moft exp-nfive of all others, and the Methods 
there ufed to give Remedy, the moft opprefive of any Courts 
whatfoever. 

Firft, Iam told, that the Forms of Bills and Anfwers 
might be much {fhortned, by leaving out unneceflary Repe- 
titions, to the no fmall Eafe of the Suitors, who pay largely 
for the Copies of fuch formal Parts, as are by no Means el- 
fential to the Merits of the Caufe in Queftion ; the fame 
Faults are found with the unneceffary Forms of taking De- 
pofitions of Witiefles, which formal Parts, as they are never 
read, can be of no Ufe, but to encreafe Charges; then the 
unfufferable Impertinence of the Regiiters in drawing up 
Orders, where they recite former Orders, which might as 
well be produced, and in decretal Orders, r peat, as I am 
told, the whole Subitance of the Bills and Anfwers, and even 
the Arguments of Council, which being of no Ufe, are ne- 
ver read, and are a vaft Addition to the otherwife grievous 
Load of that Office; and the Price paid for every Sheet 
of all thefe Proceedings is intolerable, confidering how little 
is Contained in them, and the vaft Bufinefs of that Court 
now, beyond what it was when thofe Fees were firtt efta- 
blifhed ; then the exorbitant Fees given to, and expected by 
Council, (or your Bufgnefs will be neglected) and even fo 
their Clerks, who do nothing for it, is indeed unfupportable, 
efpecially at the Hearings of Caufes. 

You haye already touched upon the Grievance of Expt- 


dition Money ; herein the Courts of Law as well as Equity 
are 
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are equally guilty; fcarce any Bulinefs will be done in time, 
inany Office, unlefs you offer it. 

Jut to return to the Courts of Equity, and that we may 
confider the Confequences that attend any Perfon, who has 
the Misfortune to have a Decree given again{t him, I fthall 
here enumerate fome of them, as they have been related 
to me by Praéticers, and from fome Knowledge of them 
myfelf, in the Sufferings of a Friend and Acquaintance. 

For Inftance, a Plaintiff files a Bill to recover a Debt, 
which he could not eafily come at, or prove by the Rules 
of Law, he at laft obtains a Decree for it, with, or without 
Cofts, as the Cafe may happen; he ferves a Subpoena, and, 
for want of Payment, Attachments and other Writs iffue for 
the Defendant’s Contempt, the Perfon refufing to pay is to 
be compelled thereto, by Imprifonment, or {cizing his Eftate, 
(if he has any) Real and Perfonal; if his Perfon is taken, 
no Proceedings are had againft his Eftate, unlets that be in 
Controverfy ; but if to avoid a Goal, he abfents, and can- 
not be found, his Ettate is entered upon, and fequefired to 
pay the Debt, and thus far no doubt the Proceedings are 
juft and equitable ; bat the Oppreffion ufually lies in the Man- 
ner of levying the Debt, for in the Debtor’s Abfence the Court 
ufually appoints Sequeftrators (as Iam told) to feize and fell 
all Perfonal Eftates, and to receive the Rents and Profits of 
Real Eftates, ’till Payment be made of Debt and Cofts ; but 
how is this Power executed, why, truly the Sequettrators 
(who by the way are generally rapacious Attornies) enter 
upon, and take Poflefiion of the Debtor’s Eftate, they fell 
the Perfonal Goods for a Quarter of their Value, fet up 
Friends of their own to purchafe what is valuable, perhaps, 
for themfelves ; but before this is done, for fome confidera- 
ble Time, they fubftitute in their Room (as if they were 
afhamed to aét.the hellifh Part of the Tragedy themfelves 
in Perfon) a like Number of Bailiffs, as their Reprefentatives 
(and indeed the Attornies themfelves are but Bailiffs in 
Mafquerade) to take Poffeffion ; thefe live at Difcretion upon 
the fequeftred Premifes, and like military Dragoons, make 
good their Quarters upon the Debtor’s Eftate; fo that if 
there are any Moveables, they foon confifcate them to their 
own Ute; the Sequettrators in the mean Time fcarce ever 
appear above once or twice to act in this Farce, but charge 
and expect to be paid at leaft 6s. 8d..a Day each, as Fees 
due to them as Sequeftrators, during the Continuance of the 
Sequeftration ; {9 that they fwallow a whole Year’s Beat 4 
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2 fmall Eftate in lefs than three Months ; the Plaintiff ins 
dulges them in it, as believing he is to hold the Eftate ’til} 
Payment of Debt and Charges ; the Mafter, who is to con- 
fider the Bill of Charges, allows thefe Demands, and reports 
fo much due, alledging, that it is the Courfe and Praétice 
of the Court fo to do: If you apply to the Court, you are 
either fent back to the fame (difobliged) Mafter, or told, 
you are not to ftand in Contempt of the Court, and have 
no Right to be heard, ’till you have obeyed its Decree ; when 
all this while, the Truth is, the Defendant is not really in 
Contempt, that is, he does not refufe Payment through 
Obftinacy, but Difability; he has not Money to pay, he 
can have no Credit upon his Eftate becaufe it is affected by 
the Decree, or is under a prior Settlement, and he but Te- 
nant for Life, and therefore cannot borrow Money on it.--- 
What is done in this Cafe ?-----Why, according to Cuftom, 
the Sequeftration continues, the Charges eat up the Eftate, 
andthe rea] Debt is not paid at laft, and the Reafon given 
for fuch Proceedings is, that the Court of Equity cannot 
give Damages, and therefore by way of Punifhment for the 
(unavoidable) Contempt, the Defendant muft be punifhed 
with fuch Cofts, Is this agreeable to Equity! far be it from 
any wife and juft Legiflature to countenance it ; for it is fo 
far from doing Juftice and Equity either to Plaintiff or De- 
fendant, that it is really plundering them both; and becaufe 
a Debtor is not able to pay, therefore the little he has fhall 
be ravifhed from him and his ftarving Family, and giving to 
the Attornies and Bailiffs, who are in no wife interefted, 
but as they are authorized by the Court, as their Officers--—- 
it is in Effect robbing both Parties to give it to fuch Officers; 


and it is vain to fay in Excufe, that this is the Courfe of 


the Court, -for if it be fo, it ought to be changed, and it re- 
quires no Aét of Parliament to enable fuch Change ; for the 
Judges of thefe Courts of Equity -(as they are called) have it 
abfolutely in their own Power to redrefs all thefe Grievances 
without the Affiftance of the Legiflature, as thefe are Points 
of Practice only, and not Laws, they are fixed and unalte- 
rable, without the Help of the Legiflature. ’ 
It is to be hoped, that our Chancellors have complied with 
this Practice only as they have found it to be fo ufed, rather 
than as they thought it ju/?, and that when it is ferioufly con- 
fidered fome Remedy will fpeedily be applied to fo oppref- 
five a Proceeding, as well as to the other numerous Grit- 


Vances in that and ; ; 
and other Courts; efpecially, fince seats 
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now to be made into the Fees of all the Courts, amongft 
which this and fuch-like unreafonable Pratices cannot fail 


of Redrefs. 


Articles of News extracted from FoG’s-JouRNAL, 


From Calais, they write, that a young Lad aged about 
15 Years was found dead, haying received a Stab witha 
Knife, or Bayonet, which peirced through his Heart. This 
Murther is fuppofed to have been committed by his own 
Father about four Leagues from that Town. Thefe are the 
Circumftances that have been difcovered in this melancholly 
Affair. A Man, a Woman, and this young Man were feen 
upon the Road near Marguife at fix o’Clock in the Evening ; 
they had a little Horfe, and two Affes loaded. At Seven, 
the Man, Woman, Horfe, and Affes were feen without the 
Boy: Alfo a Girl declares to have feen the Boy lying upon 
the Ground, and the Woman {peaking to him thefe Words. 
Child, thou art dying, ask pardon of thy dear Father. In fhort, 
the Man and the Woman have made their Efcape ; but two 
Archers of the Marfhalfea are gone in Purfuit of them. It 
is not known who or what they are.

We hear from Shipton-Mallet in the County of Somer- 
fet, that laft Monday two Bailiffs having arrefted a Clothier 
of that Town in an Aé@tion of Debt, he endeavoured with 
the Affiftance of his Wife and two Apprentices to quit him- 
felf out of Cuftody ; but one of the Bailiffs drew a Hanger, 
and wounded the Clothier in fuch a defperate Manner, that 
he expired on the Spat. One of the Apprentices had like- 
wife one of his Hands almoft cut off; and the Woman was 
very roughly ufed. We hear the Bailiffs are in Cuftody. 
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We hear from Oxford, that during the Publick AG, fome 
Sharpers found Means to carry off a confiderable Value in 
Gold-Watches, Snuff-Boxes, and other Thinegs,- from the 
Nobility and Gentry. There were fome Perfons fufpe@ted 
who made a Figure in a Coach and Six, at the Crofs-Inn; 
and after living very elegantly there, they thought fit, when 
the Act was over, under Pretence of eoing to Woodituck, to 
view Blenheim-Houte, to bilk the Landlord of his whole 
Reckoning, which was very confiderable. From all which 
one would be apt to conclude, that picking of Pockets and 
betraying thofe that tru/? us, are the two moft thriving 
Trades in England ; but the Quality in moft Cafes are not 
the Lofers.

The Tricks ufed by our Malecontents, to impofe upon the 
People. 


A Converfation between Mr. Osborne and an honeft Tony. 


UR Malecontents (fays Mr. Osborne) being fully fen- 

fihle of their Inability to produce either Fad? or Reajm 
to prove any thing done by the People againft publick Goad, 
lay their whole Strefs upon a Word; Excife is the W ord ; 
alate Scheme for preventing Frauds in the Cuftoms, hath 
been fo wrought up, as to make the People believe that 
#/l was defigned them: But their Credulity arofe from Mi/- 
reprefentation ; for the Scheme has been wickedly reprefented, 
as biz with ten thoufand Evils, and deftructive of Trade 
and Liberty; whereas there was no Evil in it, but the a¢- 
ditional Trouble to a few Tradefmen, which could not be 
helped ; for, *twas impoffible to prevent the Frauds without 
giving them that additional Trouble. But to affert, as 's 
conftantly done, that the Scheme was prejudicial to TRADE 
and LIBERTY, is as /enjelefs as ’tis avicked ; which I will 
demonftrate in a very few Words. 

No Taxes on Home Confumptian can be prejudicial to Tragt, 
but what raife the Price of Goods fo high that the Peo- 
ple cannot reach them. But this could not be the Cafe 
bere; for there was no New Tax laid: It was only 4 Con- 


tinuation of the Old Tax, with fuch a New Manner of 


collecting it, as would greatly Benefit the Fair-Trader, by 
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hindring of Smuggling, and preventing the Running of Goods: 

Trade, therefore, it could: not prejudice but promote. And 
as to Liberty, it could no way affeét That; for Liberty as 
Government by juf? and equal Laws: and thofe are uf? and 
equal Laws which /ecure our Perfons and Properties, and leave 
us in the full Poflefion of our Minds, and the free Exer- 
ci/e of our rational Faculties. Now, pray, which way does 
the Scheme about Tobacco and JVine, afteét our Liberties ? 
How does it render the Security of our Perfons and Pro- 
perties le/s certain or more precarious ? Or, how does it a- 
bridge us of the Liberiy of Thinking or fpeaking what we 
count Right? The Faétion feems to talk of Liberty without 
Ideas: for by Civil Liberty is not meant, an Exemption from 
the hes ag of Law and Rec ajon; nor by Natural Li- 
beriy neither ; but a Liberty of doing what is Right: All 
other Sagan. is Lice einefash’ ; and not a Bleffing, but a 
Curfe. In a State of Nature, no Men have anv Rights 
but what are confijfent with the Rights of others; nor ought 
they to have in a State of Government; for ‘that would be 
piv vting the very End and Defign of Government; which 
is only a Ree gnition, E flablifoment, and Enforcement of the 
Great and Univerfal Law of Nature: But this Liberty of 
Smugoline, Defraudine the Government of its legal Dues, 

and prejt udicing the Fair Trader, is a Liberty inconfiftent with 
the Riehts ae ethers, and ought, hen ‘fore, to be prev ented, 

tho’ the Confequence be a little more Teseble to Tradef- 

men: nor hayé the Tradefinen a Right to be exempt from 
that Trouble, which is adjlutely ne ey Jary to prevent great 
Hrauds, and fo encourage the Fair Trader. 

Chis, I think, is Truth and Juftice. To talk then of 
the Scheme’s ities let att to Liberty, is moft ridiculous 
Cant, and popular Phrenzy : Nor is it poilible, that fuch a 
Notion fhould ever haye prevailed, had it not been artfully 
put about by the Heads of the Faction, to fink the M----r ; 
and then ecchsed back by all thofe Trade{men who are Friends 
to the glort 01S Liber ty of omugeli ng and Clandeftine "T rade ; 
"till at laft it came to be generally | believed, that a/l Things 
were to be exerfed, and nl Men made Slaves. 

Having thus fhewn, that all our prefent Difcontents are 
Produced not by xaticnal 1 Giev vances, but by perfonal Preju- 
dices, and are folely the Effects of he Art and Wickednef 
ofa Confederacy of Men againft a M----r;_ it follows, that 
the People of England have no Concern in ‘the Difpute, but 
to do Fuftice to the injured, Ought not the People to refent. 
any 
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any Injury done to the King and Kingdom ? Can there be 
greater Injuftice and Infclence, than that a Sett of Men, be- 
eaufe they are not in Place, fhould combine and write Weekly 
Libels againft the Government, and tell his Majefty, that 
choofe what Miniftry he pleafes, they will follow them ; they 
will have no patching nor fcreening; they will never lay 
down their Pens, ’til soMETHING FURTHER be done; 
and, that if Power be lodged in any Hands but their own, 
they will oppofe it ? 

Who knows the Confequences of this State Bullying? 
This Heétoring of the King and Government ? Things feem 
ripening for Action; and we know, that there are Men at 
the Head of thefe Malecontents, or, A Maw at leaft, 
defperate enough for any Meafures; @ Man, who has a 
Head to contrive, if not a Hand to execute any Mifchief. 
It is, therefore, the Duty of the People, and their bighef In- 
tereft, to fhew their Allegiance to his Majefty, and their 
Value for his Government, by a Dete/tation and Abhorrence 
of thefe Men and their Actions.

F. Fopn Anthony Cavazzi de Monte Cavallo,a Capuchin, was 
a Native of the Duchy of Modena. The Zeal, which upon 
all Occafions, he fhewed for the Advancement of Miffions, 
engaged the Procurator General of his Order, to recom- 
mend him to the Congregation de propaganda Fide, as a 
proper Perfon to preach the Gofpel to the Nations in the 
Southern Africa. He departed, with his Companions, from 
Italy, Anno 1654, and arrived the fame Year in Congo; from 
whence he proceeded to execute his Funétion as Miffionary, 


into the neighbouring States. During the twelve Years he 
F remained 
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remained in this Part of Africa, he got all the Information he 
could (as F. Labat, obferves) of the Situation of thefe dif.
